T h e r e is a n o th er problem , -a v e ry hum an problem — 


that has g r o w n out of the w a r and which seems w o rth y of 


serious g o v ern m e n ta l consideration and prompt, effective 


action, and that is the relief of m isery caused bv the se p a ­ 


ration of families divided by the sea throu gh ou t the great 
conflict. 


A s w a s c u s to m a r y in peace times, there were m a n y 


men of fo reign countries w h o cam e to A m erica in the 


y ea rs im m e d ia te ly prior to the w a r w ith the object of 


ea rn in g m o n e y to relieve the sufferings of poverty. M an y , 


if not most of these, w e re men w ith families dependent 
upon them, and their purpose was, after securing their 


little stake, to either return to their loved ones or to send 


them m o n ey that th ey m ig h t co m e to the land o f the free. 


T h e n came the w a r — those four y ears of hell w h ose 


term s are w ritten large in their application to nations but 


w h ich are insufficient to co ver the m iseries o f individuals. 


T h e world is scarcely large e n o u g h to contain the 


stories that might be w ritten o f w h a t the w ar did to fa m i­ 


lies and individuals. 
T h e r e are m en in A m e r ic a n w o r k ­ 
shops w h o have not heard from their families over there 
since 1914, and there are men and w o m e n w h o have not 
heard from their children or parents in the same length 
of time. 
In m a n y , m a n y cases th e y will never hear. 
It is 
the war. 
But n e w s that has come lias alm o st without exception 
told o f suffering, of hunger, of destitution, often w ith ou t 
pro m ise of relief. 
H u n d r e d s of responsible heads of fa m i­ 
lies are w a it in g the opportu n ity to b r in g their su fferin g 
kin sfolk across, and are a p p e a lin g to the g o v ern m e n t to 
m ake this possible. 
T h e w a r has been over fifteen monhs. 
But s o m e h o w the g a te s seem closed to these unfortunates. 
It is a regrettable condition, to s a y the v e r y least, 
review ed as a w h o le and from a distance. 
G e t t in g d o w n 
to actual cases it is heartbreaking. 
C e r ta in ly it is w o r t h y 
of the serious attentio n of those w h o hav e k n o w le d g e of 
h o w the channels m a y be opened and the pow er to open 
them.
